To the inhabitants of school district of Plainfield:— 

The statute requires the School Board to make out a 
report, at the end of the year, of the financial affairs and 
the general condition of the schools. You will see the 
amount of money paid for teachers each term, also the 
amount for supplies paid out of the school money for ar- 
ticles for the schools, such as wood, brooms, pails, dippers, 
&c., also the costs of repairs, and for supplies for books, 
charts, &c. Now you may think these sums some of 
them large, but if you will take into consideration the 
number of scholars in the district, and the number of dif- 
ferent studies each scholar pursues, you will see it is not 
a very large sum for each. 

In regard to the condition of our schools, as a whole 
we think they have made good advancement in the stud- 
ies pursued. Your Board feel that the teachers have en- 
deavored to do their duty to the scholars entrusted to 
their care. We think if the parents would visit the 
schools and by so doing it would add much to the inter- 
est of the scholars and the schools. Also, the inhabitants 
know that the epidemic which has prevailed this winter 
has been much more severe than ever known before in 
our town, and it has been hard for scholars and teachers 
to do what they would like to have done under other cir- 
cumstances. | 

We would recommend that the inhabitants raise 
more money than the law requires of them, and think 
they should raise money for repairs as there are school- 
houses which should have new floors and desks and seats.
